BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  162, 
or  12  more  than  the  previous  year;  this  gives  a birth-rate  of  17 
per  1,000  population,  as  against  15‘2  in  1918  ; the  average  birth- 
rate for  the  previous  five  years  being  17'9,

The  male  births  during  the  past  year  are  in  excess  of 
the  female  births  by  18,  Clifton  having  the  highest  birth-rate 
with  19'7,  while  Flixton  is  the  lowest  with  15'6. 

Five  of  the  births  were  illegitimate. 

DEATHS. 

The  total  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  were  116;  90 
of  these  occurred  in  the  district  and  26  were  transferred.  This 
gives  a death-rate  of  12-2,  against  16‘2  in  1918.  Influenza 
accounted  for  14  deaths,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  7,  Bronchitis 
14,  Pneumonia  4,  Cancer  12  ; the  rest  were  from  various 
causes.

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INFANT  MORTALITY. 

Eleven  deaths  occurred  in  cliildreii  under  one  year  of  age, 
which  gives  a death-rate  of  67  per  1,000  births,  as  compared  with 
a death-rate  of  86  in  1918.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (other  than  Phthisis). 

The  number  of  cases  notified  reached  101,  a much  lower 
figure  than  the  previous  year.  Measles  accounted  for  37  noti- 
fications. 

The  following  is  a list  for  the  previous  five  years  : — 282 
in  1918;  126  in  1917;  137  in  1916;  71  in  1915;  and  64 
in  1914. 

Of  the  above  101  cases,  23  occurred  in  Flixton,  22  in 
Davyhuline,  52  in  Clifton,  and  four  in  Barton  Moss. 

Enteric  Fever. 

Four  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  and 
all  occurred  in  Clifton. 
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Scarlet  Fever. 

The  niunber  of  Scarlet  Fever  notifications  received  were  53, 
against  14  in  1918,  10  in  1917,  61  in  1916,  57  in  1915,  and 
47  in  1914. 

Fifteen  of  these  cases  occurred  in  Flixton,  15  in  Davy- 
hulme,  21  in  Clifton,  and  two  in  Barton  Moss. 

Diphtheria. 

Four  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  against  10  in  1918, 
9 in  1917,  5 in  1916,  3 in  1915,  and  4 in  1914. 

All  the  cases  notified  occurred  in  Clifton. 

SMALL-POX. 

No  case  has  occurred.  We  have  a contract  with  the  Salford 
Corporation  for  the  removal  to  their  hospital  of  any  cases  which 
might  arise. 

CEREBPtO-SPINAL  FEVER,  ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS, 
AND  OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

No  cases  of  these  diseases  were  notified  during  the  past 

year. 

CASES  REMOVED  TO  HOSPITAL. 

Twenty-four  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital  during  the 
year.  Of  these  22  were  Scarlet  Fever  and  two  Typhoid  Fever. 

METHOD  OF  DEALING  WITH  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASE. 

Each  case  notified  is  visited  at  once ; isolation  is  enjoined, 
either  at  home  or  by  removal  to  Ladywell  Sanatorium, 
and  all  children  from  the  infected  home  are  prevented 
from  attending  school  until  such  time  that  a certificate 
of  freedom  of  the  house  from  infection  is  issued  to  the 
Schoolmaster. 
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Disinfection  of  wearing  apparel,  discharges,  drains,  and 
privies  is  carried  out;  and  at  the  termination  of  the  illness 
the  room  and  its  contents  are  thoroughly  fumigated  with 
formaldehyde  gas,  such  articles  as  require  it  being  submitted 
to  Lyon’s  superheated  steam  disinfector,  or  destroyed  and 
compensation  granted. 

Disinfectants,  free  of  cost,  are  provided  in  each  township. 
Careful  inspection  of  the  premises  is  always  carried  out,  and 
defects,  temporal  or  structural,  are  rectified. 

A precautionary  notice  and  a list  of  suggestions  for 
preventing  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  is  delivered  at  the 
house  when  the  case  is  visited. 

All  houses  where  cases  are  isolated  at  home  are  frequently 
visited  until  the  termination  of  the  illness. 

If  there  is  suspicion  that  an  unrecognised  case  is  attending 
a school,  the  school  is  visited  and  the  scholars  examined. 

DIPHTHERIA  ANTITOXIN  ORDER,  1910. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  the  supply  of  Antitoxin  in 
the  different  parts  of  the  district,  free  of  cost,  for  use  of  tliose 
patients  who  are  too  poor  to  pay  for  it.

When  a case  is  notified,  visits  are  made  from  time  to  time, 
and  a card  of  instructions  as  to  the  best  way  of  counteracting 
the  disease  is  left  at  the  house.  Disinfectants  and  Sputum 
Handkerchiefs  are  supplied  free  when  necessary.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  periodically  visited 
by  your  Inspector.  These  premises  are  kept  in  fairly  good 
condition  and,  as  regularly  as  possible  owing  to  shortage  of 
labour,  cleansed  and  limewashed. 

No  action  has  been  taken  by  my  Council  or  any  other 
Authority,  acting  under  special  powers,  in  causing  dairy  cows  in 
Llio  district  to  be  examined  by  Veterinary  Surgeons.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  whole  district,  except  a few  scattered  dwellings,  is 
supplied  by  town’s  water,  partly  by  Manchester,  and  partly  by 
Bolton. 

The  water  supplied  is  of  good  quality,  and  has  so  far  been 
found  to  be  ample  in  quantity. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  more  densely-populated  parts  of  the  Township  of 
Davyhulme  are  provided  with  main  sewers. 

No.  2 Scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the  remaining  portion  of 
the  district  is  still  in  abeyance.  The  urgency  of  the  completion 
of  this  work  will  not  call  for  any  further  remarks  to  ray 
previous  comments. 

Owing  to  the  growth  of  Trafford  Park,  it  is  also  very 
desirable  that  the  sewering  of  this  area  be  given  consideration 
at  an  early  date. 

Flixton — the  sewage  from  this  township  is  treated  at 
the  works  provided  jointly  with  the  Urmston  Urban  District 
Council. 

The  Clifton  sewage  is  treated  at  the  Clough  Sewage  Works 
and  the  Unity  Brook  Sewage  Works,  and  from  the  present 
quality  of  sewage  delivered  at  the  Clough  Sewage  Works,  the 
effluents  are  of  a fair  standard. 


EXCREMENT  DISPOSAL. 

Ill  the  Rural  District  there  are  approximately  450  privy 
middens,  1,430  water  closets,  200  pail  closets,  and  12  waste 
water  closets. 

Owing  to  the  high  cost  of  materials  and  shortage  of  labour 
the  work  of  conversion  of  privy  middens  to  water  closets  has 
been  almost  at  a standstill,  only  23  conversions  being  carried 
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out  during  the  year.  Many  of  the  privy  middens  in  tiie  district 
are  in  a most  unsatisfactory  condition,  and  it  is  essential  these 
be  dispensed  with  at  the  earliest  date. 

EEMOVAL  OF  HOUSE  EFFUSE. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  in  the  whole  of  your  district  is 
carried  out  by  contract,  and  as  satisfactorily  as  the  present 
prevailing  conditions  will  permit. 

The  privy  middens  are  emptied  during  the  night  time  in 
Elixton  only.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Eefuse  Tips  and  at 
Farms. 

In  Barton  Moss,  where  the  occupiers  are  mostly  farmers, 
the  work  is  undertaken  by  themselves. 

OFFENSIVE  TEADES. 

No  additional  works  have  been  erected  in  Trafford  Park 
under  Section  112  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and  no 
complaints  were  received  in  connection  with  the  existing 
premises  during  the  year. 

SL  AUGHTEE-HO  USES. 

The  Slaughter-houses  have  been  duly  inspected  and  found 
satisfactory. 

Although  only  four  in  number,  they  are  so  scattered  that  it 
is  impossible  to  carry  out  a thorough  inspection  of  the  meat  or 
carcases  before  the  organs  are  removed.  They  are  visited  as 
often  as  possible  at  the  times  of  slaughtering  by  your  Inspector, 
although  these  places  have  been  very  little  used  owing  to  the 
restrictions  imposed  by  the  Food  Control. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIETHS  ACT. 

The  details  of  the  work  carried  out  under  this  Act  will  be 
found  in  the  Health  Visitor’s  Eeport  attached  hereto. 
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MATEKNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Over  two  years  ago  a centre  was  established  in  Clifton,  and 
the  numbers  luive  been  very  satisfactory  from  the  beginning. 
The  Table  given  below  will  show  the  number  attending  for  the 
past  year.  These  figures  include  anti-natal  cases  also,  to  whom 
advice  has  been  given.  In  October  last  a centre  was  opened  in 
Davyhulme ; there  also  the  attendance  has  been  very  satis- 
factory. 

A further  centre  was  opened  in  January  of  this  year  in 
Flixton.  This  centre  is  in  a very  flourishing  way,  and  the 
numbers  are  increasing  practically  each  week.  The  following 
Table  shows  the  numbers  attending  each  centre  and  the  con- 
sultations held  at  the  centre  with  mothers,  children,  and  anti- 
natal  cases : —

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES  ACTS, 

1890-1909. 

Very  little  work  under  these  Acts  has  been  done  during 
the  past  year  owing  to  inability  of  obtaining  labour  and  the 
prohibitive  cost  of  materials. 

Twenty -six  houses  were  inspected  and  the  necessary  notices 
served  where  defects  were  found  to  exist. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  workshops  and  workplaces 
has  not  called  for  any  special  action. 
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Section  22  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act, 
1890,  is  in  force  in  the  district,  the  standard  for  females  being 
1 to  20  employed ; and  for  males,  1 to  30  employed. 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  discovered,  many  of  the 
places  on  the  register  being  of  recent  construction  and  satisfactory 
in  condition. 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  has  arisen  in  connection  with 
any  of  the  places  on  the  register. 

Forty  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year  to 
factories  and  workshops. 

No  breaches  of  sanitary  requirements  for  bake-houses  came 
under  notice. 

Only  one  of  the  bake-houses  in  the  district  is  underground.

There  are  no  resident  Midwives  in  Davyhulme  or  Flixton 
and  only  one  resident  trained  Midwife  in  Clifton. 

We  have  now  three  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres 
in  the  following  districts  : — 

Flixton. — The  Institute,  Flixton  Koad,  Flixton. 
Davyhulme. — The  Parish  Offices,  Davyhulme. 

Clifton. — The  Men’s  Club,  Bake  Lane,  Clifton. 
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Tliese  Centres  arc  open  weekly  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
free  Medical  Advice  for  Infants,  Mothers  and  Expectant 
Mothers ; Sale  of  Foodstuffs,  in  the  form  of  dried  milk, 
emulsion,  virol,  etc.,  at  cost  price.  Free  milk  is  also  allowed  in 
necessitous  cases.  The  following  is  a more  detailed  outline  of 
the  work  of  the  Centres : — The  “ Consultative  ” part  is  so 
organised  that  the  energies  of  the  Medical  Officer  (Dr.  Davidson) 
are  directed  to  Medical  work,  i.e.,  examination  of  the  child, 
consideration  of  the  mother’s  or  expectant  mother’s  health, 
advice  also  as  to  the  care  of  herself  and  the  child.  Infants 
requiring  other  than  dietic  and  hygienic  treatment  are  referred 
to  their  own  private  practitioners,  or  where  necessary  to  suitable 
oi'ganisations  such  as  Hospitals,  etc.,  the  Doctor  at  the  same  time 
explaining  to  the  nurse  in  attendance  as  to  the  carrying  out  of 
instructions  given  in  each  individual  case  so  that  she  can  take 
the  necessary  steps  to  secure  or  assist  in  the  securing  of  adequate 
treatment.  (The  number  of  these  consultations  will  be  found  in 
the  Doctor’s  Eeport.)  Some  of  the  Nurses’  duties  at  the  Centres 
consist  of  fortnightly  Lectures  on  the  Care  and  Nurture  of 
Infants,  Sick  Nursing,  Hygiene  (including  the  care  of  the  teeth), 
Mothercraft,  and  the  Chief  Influences  prejudicial  to  Healthy 
Parentage.  The  Nurse  also  advises  generally  with  respect  to 
such  details  as  are  not  purely  medical,  supervising  the  weighing 
of  Infants,  arranging  for  home  visiting  in  connection  with 
instructions,  etc.,  given  at  the  Centre. 

The  Clerical  part  of  the  work  is  the  keeping  of  Case  papers, 
for  recording  notes  taken  by  Assistants  re  name,  age,  condition, 
etc.,  of  the  Doetor’s  directions,  marking  the  weight  card  for  each 
« child,  also  the  attendance  register  and  the  keeping  of  health 
schedules  for  children  up  to  five  years  of  age,  correspondence  in 
connection  with  “Baby  Week  Celebrations,”  etc.  (Explanations 
of  Baby  Week  will  be  found  further  on  in  this  Eeport.)  It  will 
be  readily  seen  that  the  work  of  the  Centres  is  very  varied,  in 
addition  to  these  the  home  visiting  is  still  carried  on.  This  side 
of  the  work  is  very  necessary  as  in  taking  each  individual 
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mother  tlie  case  can  be  dealt  with  separately.  Tlic  nnmber  and 

class  of  Home  visits  is  as  follows  : —

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  not  quite  able  to  under- 
stand what  “ Baby  Week  ” means,  the  following  explanation 
may  be  interesting  : — The  celebrations  are  annual  and  the  main 
object  is  “ Propaganda.”  One  week  (or  day,  as  in  our  district) 
in  the  year  being  devoted  to  making  Child  Welfare  better 
known  to  the  general  public,  the  celebrations  being  centred 
round  this  one  object.  The  bringing  forward  to  the  public  new 
and  better  ideals  of  babyhood,  and  the  importance  of  breast 
feeding,  the  Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother  and  her  child. 
Infantile  Mortality  and  the  terrible  results  of  intemperance  and 
Venereal  Disease  in  reference  to  Motherhood.  In  short,  it  is 
a day  for  a movement  to  further  the  improvement  of  the 
spiritual,  moral,  mental  and  physical  welfare  of  the  child.  So  far 
as  our  district  is  concerned,  one  day  is  devoted  to  this 
Propaganda  in  the  form  of  an  invitation  to  mothers  and  infants 
to  attend  the  Centre  for  this  one  day ; tea  is  provided  and 
Special  Lectures  are  given  illustrated  by  Lantern  Slides, 
entitled  “ Our  Mothers  and  Babies.”  The  general  public  are 
also  invited.  Prizes  for  attendance  at  the  Centre  are  given,  local 
doctors  assisting,  articles  are  also  printed  in  the  local  press,  etc. 

We  have  now  the  following  benefits  under  the  Scheme  for 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  : — 

1.  Ante-Natal  (or  before  Birth)  Clinics. 

2.  Post-Natal  Clinics. 

3.  Schools  for  Mothers. 

4.  Hospital  Treatment  for  Abnormal  Cases. 

5.  Possible  Home  for  the  Unmarried  Mother  and  her  Child. 

6.  Hospital  Treatment  for  Children  (as  Out  or  In  Patients). 

7.  Free  Milk  Supply  in  Necessitous  Cases. 

8.  Arrangements  for  the  Visiting  of  Infection  amongst  children. 

9.  Further  benefit  in  the  form  of  Dental  'rreatment  for  Mothers  is  to 

be  considered,  and  also  the  appoititing  of  a Trained  Midwife 
under  the  Council  for  the  Davyhulme  and  Flixton  District. 
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This  summary  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  as  it  is 
at  the  present  day  is  a favourable  comparison  to  the  work  as  it  was 
commenced  by  me  in  1916,  when  Home  Visiting  was  the  only 
activity.  Owing  to  this  development  an  Assistant  Health 
Visitor  (Nurse  Greenwood)  has  recently  been  appointed. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  all  the  ladies  of  the  Voluntary  Committees  for  their 
able  assistance  at  the  Centres,  and  to  assure  them  that  their 
work  is  much  appreciated.

Flixton  Road  (Part  of  Secondary  Road  351). 

From  the  junction  with  Carrington  Road,  across  the  Railway 
Bridge,  to  the  junction  of  Western  Road  and  Flixton  Road. 

(1).  300  lineal  yards  of  New  Channelling  (cost  £93  1 3s.  Od.) 
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(2) .  Eight  Crossings  in  footpaths  paved  with  4in.  cubes.

(3) .  From  Carrington  Road  for  a distance  of  300  yards 
towards  Western  Road,  the  roadway  was  scarified,  coated  with 
macadam  and  rolled  in  the  ordinary  way,  but  Roc-mac  solution 
was  used  in  applying  the  binding  material  and  up  to  the  present 
time  has  proved  a success.

In  consequence  of  the  wise  action  decided  upon  in  so 
framing  the  estimates  for  Highway  Expenditure  as  to  qualify 
for  a participation  in  the  Road  Board  Grant,  a contribution  from 
the  Road  Board  of  £1,258  has  been  obtained,  of  which  a sum  of 
£614  has  been  allocated  to  Elixton.  Owing,  however,  to  the 
difficulty  in  obtaining  labour  and  materials  it  was  found

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Eighth  Annual  Eeport  as  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  your  Rural  District. 

The  Report  is  again  condensed,  on  account  of  the  prohibitive 
cost  of  building  material  and  shortage  of  labour  in  the  building 
trade,  sanitary  improvements  have  not  been  very  numerous, 
particularly  with  regard  to  conversions  of  privy  middens.

CLIFTON. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  in  this 
Township  is  still  carried  out  by  contract,  and  considering  the 
very  bad  condition  of  many  of  the  privy  middens  the  work  is 
done  in  a fairly  satisfactory  manner. 

The  dustbins  and  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly,  and  tlie 
privies  and  ashpits  at  least  four  times  a year. 
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Tlic  dry  refuse  from  the  bins  and  ashpits  is  disposed  of  at  a 
tip  provided  by  the  contractor,  while  the  contents  from  the 
privy  middens  and  pail  closets  is  used  for  manurial  purposes. 

DAVYHULME. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  in  this  district  is 
carried  out  by  contract  for  team  labour  only,  the  manual  labour 
being  provided  by  the  Council.  The  work  during  the  past  year 
has  been  satisfactory,  complaints  of  neglect  being  again  entirely 
absent. 

The  dustbins  are  emptied  weekly  and  the  privy  middens 
and  dry  ashpits  not  less  than  four  times  a year.  Many  of  the 
pail  closets  in  the  Trafford  Park  area  are  emptied  twice  a week 
and  the  remainder  receive  weekly  attention.  The  dry  refuse  from 
bins  and  ashpits  is  disposed  of  at  refuse  tips,  and  the  contents  of 
privy  middens  and  pail  closets  used  for  manurial  purposes. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  Council  are  moving  in  the  long 
delayed  work  of  improving  the  sewers  in  Chapel  Place  area, 
which  will  open  the  way  to  further  improvements  in  the  general 
conditions  of  this  portion  of  the  district.  Many  of  the  privy 
middens  in  this  locality  are  in  a most  deplorable  condition. 

During  the  year  nine  privy  middens  have  been  abolished 
and  14  water  closets  provided. 

FLIXTON. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  in  this  Town- 
ship is  still  done  by  contract,  and  which  is,  as  mentioned  in 
previous  reports,  a most  unsatisfactory  method  in  a district  of 
this  class.  I am  pleased  to  state,  however,  the  Committee  have 
given  the  matter  further  consideration  and  decided  to  take  the 
work  under  their  entire  control.  When  this  can  be  got  into 
working  order,  I have  no  doubt  that  much  better  results  will  be 
obtained. 
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Slaugiiteu-iiouses. 

The  muuber  of  licensed  slaughter-houses  reiuaiu  the  same 
as  previously,  viz. : — Four.  Two  iu  Clifton  and  two  in  Flixtoii. 
Twenty  visits  have  been  paid  to  these  premises,  which  have  been 
very  little  used  during  the  year.  The  places  are  kept  in  fairly 
good  condition.
